In view of General MacArtnar's spe- 


cific recommendation, indorsed by Gen- 
eral Wheaton, that General Fvmston lie 
appointed a brigadier gene ml in the 
regular army, there seems to be no doubt 
In well-informed quarters that the presi- 
dent will meet promptly the popular de- 
mand in this matter, and appoint Gen- 
eral Pnnston to one of the existing 
vacancies in the list of brigadier gen- 
erals. 


The only objection made to such ac- 


tion is that it would shut out all offi- 
cers of the army below the grade of 
brigadier general from possible ap- 
pointment to the head of the army. 


If appointed, he would be the young- 


est general officer in the army, and if 
promotions were made by seniority he 
eventually would become the lieutenant 
general, and hold that office for many 
years, but, under the law, the president 
selects all the general officers, and ia 
riot even confined to the army In mak- 
ing them. 
The same wide range of se- 


lection also applies to the lieutenant 
generalcy, notwithstanding the popular { 
Impression that the senior major gen- 
eral legally is entitled to the promotion. 
It appears, therefore, that General 
Funston's appointment as a brigadier 
general would not necessarily dean hia 
enforced promotion to the head of the 
army in consequence of the retirement 
of officers now his superiors in rank. 
Whether his advancement would be 
Blow or rapid would depend altogether 
upon the wishes of the chief executive.

threatened strike of 143,000 miners ia 
the hard coal region is thus averted. • • 


In tha opinion of the committee in a 


lengthy address i&sued last evening, 
and which was prepared by John Mitch- 
ell, the circumstances did not warrant 
a strike at this time. 


The statement says that the represen- 


tatives of the operators, while.' they 
would not agree to meet in general joint 
conferimce with the miners this year, 
did agree that the notices which wero 
posted continuing the advance in wages 
until April 1,1902, should be interpreted 
and construed to mean that grievances 
should be considered and adjusted with 
representatives or committees of th<j 
mine workers, and they held out the 
hope that if, during the prefeent, year, 
tlie mine workers demonstrated their 
willingness and ability to abstain from 
engaging in local strikes, full and com- 
plete recognition of the organization 
would unquestionably be accorded at 
a future date. 


"We are of the opinion that this re- 


cords an important advance step in the 
right direction and presages more har- 
monious and equitable relations be- 
tween ' employers and employes than 
have prevailed In the anthracite region 
heretofore. 


"In consideration of the vast in- 


terests involved and in view of the fact 
that -at least partial recognition of our 
organization has been secured, we re- 
spectfully recommend that wort: be 
continued and that committees be se- 
lected at each mine, colliery, stripping 
and wasbery, and instructed to present 
any grievances, either as to prices or 
conditions of employment, 'that the 
mine workers may have, and ask that 
such grievances be adjusted. 


"We wouid further recommend and 


urge upon mine workers everywhere 
to refrain from engaging in local strikes, 
except when authorized by the district 
presidents."

every man's contract, viz. that they I 
reserve the right to change the price • 
at the beginning of any month. 


'•Ju other words, you are asked to 


bind yourselves to sell your entire pro 
duct to them,r and to them only, for a 
period of six 'months, while they, ir, 
return, bind themselves to the price 
for only one month, aud claim the right 
to change that at the beginning of each 
and every mouth thereafter. 


"Every milk producer is expected tc 


regard this as official notice to withhold 
his milk April 1. Let every man rallj 
to the support of his fellow producers 
engaged in fighting for the 
common 


cause. 
Let no man that flinches now 


ever again couiplaiu." 


The 15,000 cans which the producers, 


already have pledged represents about 
half the amount that is daily handled 
in Boston by contractors, 
and 
the 


"strikers" claim tha' even this is suf- 
ficient to seriously c/lpple them. Pres- 
ident Ward says fbxt he is very san 
guine of the success of the "strike."

The fashion of naming railroads hps 


changed considerably in the last quarter 
of a century. The tbrce and four word 
titles have about gone out of sxyle, and 
one word names succeed them. For in- 
stance, the Santa Fe is no longer referred 
to as the ^tfchison, Topeia and Santa 
Fe, although tkis is th'e corpotatioa title. 


The old Chicago, Burlington and Quin- 


cy has been contracted to simply Burling- 
ton by the public decree, and the title 
Rock Island has replaced-the Chicago, 
Kock Island nad Pacific. 


Many towns otherwise practically un- 


known are kept before the public be- 
cause they had the luck to be worked into 
a railroad titie. For instance, who knows 
the real name of the Monon railway? As 
a matter of fact it was organized as tbe 
Chicago, Indianapolis 
and 
L/ouisYille 


road. The little town of Monon, Incl.. 
gave it its popular name. The Wabasb 
system does not take its nama from the 
river, but from a station of this name on 
the line. 


One of the 
most sensible railroad 


names was selected for the combination 
of rail&ads organized in the south and 
now known as the Southern railway 
The Scutk&rn is very fitting, as it enters 
nearly every southern state. It is also 
an economical name. 


Another name that strikes you is the 


Cotton Belt. This is how the St. Louis 
Southwestern railroad has been mod- 
ernized. 
As it passes through one of 


the largest cotton producing regions of 
the United States it it very appropriate. 


Because a little road up in Nova Sco- 


tia with the ponderous title of the Domin- 
ion and Atlantic reached the land made 
famous in Longfellow's poem tourists 
have given it the title of the Evangeline 
road, and perhaps this is mor«? appro- 
priate than the other.. It is certainly 
more picturesque. 


A «hange which must have shocked 


the directors was in the case of the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis. This was altogether too much 
for its patrons and the railway men, and 
Gome one thought-of the size of the cities 
named and called it the Big Four. 


Down in Texas and the neighboring 


states they have a habit of handling the 
railroads without gloves when it comes 
to giving names. A favorite plan, is to 
take the principal initials of a road and 
spell them ont. Only a native of the 
southwestern ranches would know Pee 
Gee stands tor the Kansas City, Pitts- 
burg and Gulf railroad. Ano'ther Texas 
road, the Kansas City, Beaumont and 
Guif, is merely called Kay&ee, cutting oft 
the last part of it. 
Sap is short and 


sweet. It has been contracted from S., 
A. P., meaning San Aatonio and Aran- 
sas Pass, one of the principal lines 
in Tpias. 
The New York capitalists 


who built another road thought that Mis 
gouri, Kansas and Texas would be a 
suitable~aame, but the Texas people re- 
duced it to Kijty. 
> 


Including nicknames, tbe shortest name 


of an; railroad in the United States is 
the Sap, which has already been re- 
ferred to. It is 637,miles in length.- A 
little rood in. Mississippi, the.Chester, 
Perryville, Saints Genevieve and Farm- 
ington, has tbe longest title of any in 
America. This contains no fewer than 
43 letters, bat two other lines are close 
to it, the Richmond, Nicholasville, Irvine 
and Beatyyvilla nnd tfce Southwestern 
Arkansas and Indian Territory.

SCAFFOLD POLES TO HIRE. 


One of Various Interertinir Features 


of the Pole Yard Bn*in«n». 


"Scaffold Poles to Hire." 
So read a sign painted on the end of n. 


building standing in a polo yard, and a 
maa whose eye chanced to fall upon it 
wondered just ivaat it meant. He had 
beard of renting steam boilers and pianos 
and horses aud railroad cars and so on, 
arid he kaew that there is tcarceiy any- 
thing, perhaps nothing, that cannot he 
rented, but he had never heard before of 
renting scaffold poles, and it teemed an 
odd thing to do. 


As a matter of fact there are lots of 


scaffold poles rented. It is an old and 
to those who have occasion, to know 
about it familiar branch of the pole yard 
business. 


Scaffold poles are rented, of course, most 


largely to builders, and there are more 
builders who hire scaffold poles than 
there are who own them. This for the. 
simple reason that it i» for most build- 
ers cheaper to hire. The very largest 
builders who must have a yard anyway 
in which to keep material and plant of 
one sort and another own their own 
scaffold poles and keep them when not 
in use in tfttir ows yard where they hav« 
room for them. 


The nmeller builder, having very likely 


no material yard, has no convenient place 
to store poles when not in use, and he 
hires poles, as for that matter some of 
the larger builders do also. 


Scaffold pales are let at so much for 


a job, whether it is a few days or weeks, 
but while a builder keeps the poles for 
one price on one job as long as he may 
need them ho cannot if he gets through 
with a job early haul the poles off to set 
vm on another job without paying more 
rent. 


The Ijfc of a scaffold pole is about sii 


years. A pole yard man said that they 
could be made to last ten years by care. 
People always drive nails into scaffold 
poles. These nails rnsf, and the wood 
around them rots, and the pole gradually 
goes to decay. If tho poles were all 
carefully overhauled and looked after 
when they came back to the yard from a 
job and the nails all pulled out, they 
would last four years longer, but this is 
not done for the simple reason that it 
wouldn't pay. 
The cost of the work 


would be greater than the gain by it, and 
go they nee the poles as long as they are 
fit to uie and then, chop their up.—-Now 
York San.

THE CHCHCtl 


Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Crooker of Ann 


Arbor, Michigan has been discoursing 
on "the church as a human necessity 
and viewed so, what should it do?" His 
discourse comes like the voice of the 
guide calling the traveller to the safe 
path. It is earnest sound and neecltul. 
But it is far better that the Transcript 
give space to some of it than take uji 
space in talking about it. The following 
is P portion hTihl;* i^FtrsctCfl: 


"All civic agencies and social insti- 


titutions are created by human needs. 
The necessAy for clothes creates cotton 
plantation and sheep ranch, spindles 
and loom, taiior and clotheir. This 
principle holds' good 
however 
wide 


we rnay range or however high we 
may ascend. The beautiful picture ex- 
ists because man's eye sees beauty and 
the soul craves some satisfaction of its 
esthetic sensibilities. What we read in 
every 'tool held by man's hand, in all 
the factories that clot the land,in all 
the goods that fill the markets, in all 
books, instruments and appliances, in 
&ii institutions, agencies and organiza- 
tions, is the story of man's infinitelv 
VirSad necessities. Eaoh distinct activ- 
ity, or institution, is successful, and in 
• measure divine, so far as it serves 
the human need that creates it. All rep- 
resent human sanctities, and all are as 
permanent find as rndisneriFlbie eir-- 
rnenls of human lues as the conditions 
producing them. Every one of these 
••reticles, or activities, runs into some 
other, while all are directly or remotely 
related; because there is an easnttal 
unity In human life. And yet, failure 
Jn its own work and injury to mankind 
follow when any one of thest for- 


SPAPFRI 


sakes Its distinctive task and assume! 
the functions of the others. 


"The work of the church must be 


shaped to meet the needs that create 
the church. When we decide that cer- 
tain things do not belong to the pulpit, 
or the church 
we do not condemn 


them as unimportant or undone. We 
simply decide that these interests are 
specifically provided for by other insti- 
tutions. They are not germane to the 
task of religion. They may have re- 
ligious value, like fine music, or beau- 
tiful painting, or gymnastic training. 
But these needs are already met by 
separate agencies. The watchword in 
scientific charity is "no ruinous dupli- 
cation." We may well carry this prin- 
ciple over into the religious field and 
say; No harmful duplication of insti- 
tutions. If the public school ought to 
do a certain, thing, let }irf insist that 
this work he done by this agency. The 
church ma>i well take up this cause, 
and create a public sentiment tha* will 
force the school to undertake its whole 
duty. But let us not obscure the true 
function of the church, and give it a 
false position, diverting it from its 
legitimate ministry, by making It as- 
sume what does not belong to it. If Ihe 
church does not supply precious needs, 
otherwise unprovided for, it has 
no 


reason to exist. The only sure way to 
increase the efficiency of the church, or 
deepen its hold upon the people, is for 
it to do an important and imperative 
work that is distinctivelv its own. >. 


"We must go a. step further back 


and inquire: What specific human need 
creates the church? The answer of his- 
tory is clear and emphatic: Man has a 
religious nature, and this creates the 
church. Science may show that religion 
is often superstitious, and philanthropy 
may condemn the church as sometimes 
cruel. But historical science proves that 
man is inherently, radically and .es- 
sentially religious. He can no more 
cease to worship than Lo breathe. While 
life lasts, man's mysterious relations *o 
the universe will remain, and these im- 
pressive and creative conditions will 
compel him to worship. As long as the 
"I ought" rounds from the inner oracle, 
so long will the moral ideal engage his 
attention ond direct his energies. Giv- 
en human nature in cantrast with the 
universe and humanity and we must ac 
cept the religious nature as one of its 
imperishable 
constituents. The needs 


cf this spiritual nature create all re- 
ligious agencies and-institutions. Here 
springs the creative motive of the 
church. The whole philosophy of re- 
ligious organization may be summed 
up 
in the simple statement: 
The 


churcu exists to supply the spiritual 
needs cf man. 


"And, obviously, the needs of this re- 


ligious naurre, that creates the church, 
determine what the ministries of func- 
tions of the church ought to be. We 
read its tasks in the cravings of the 
soul. We measure its success in terms- 
cf spiritual power and satisfaction. 


"Instruction is a universal necessity. 


But the pulpit does not exist to dupli- 
cate the work of the school or the IPC- 
ture, the press or the book. Suppose the 
minister use his half hour a week—a 
precjous and sacred opportunity—to de- 
scribe the pyramids or expound the 
single tax. What becomes of the man 
who needs to be softened by pity, or 
cheered by hope, or comforted by sym- 
pathy, or confirmed in faith, or stirred 
to hero'sm, or strengthened 
to resist 


temptation? This man can read about 
the pyramids and the single tax—which' 
are important in themselves. But he 
goes to chsrch to be fed spiritually. 
He is there to have done' for him what 
.can be done nowhere else—to be made 
to feel the love of God more abundant- 
ly, that he may love his brother more 
faithfully. . 


"The pulpit ought to Instruct; but its 


instruction ought to be, not academic, 
but prophetic,-not secular but spiritual. 
The preacher may use all facts—even 
those about pyramids and the sinsrle 
tax—but he must use them as fuel to 
feed altar fires. The whole domain of 
truth is open to the pulpit; but the min- 
ister must bring out of it into his mes- 
sage only those things that feed the 
soul, that bring God nearer, that in- 
vest human life with sanctity, and that 
ecrai-.. heart and hand for moral vic- 
tories. 


"An organization may; be religious; 


and yet, may not be a churcB in the 
full and complete sense of the term. A 
body of people may meet in an edifice 
conventionally ecclesiastical 
in style 


and they may have a nominally reli- 
gious service Sunday morning. 
But 


suppose that the chief interasts and ac- 
tivities are philanthropic; a reading 
room, an industrial school a charitv 
bureau, a study cla?<5, a dramatic sec- 
tion, a scientific lecture course, an old 
clothes guild, a free lunch counter, and 
many similar agencies. Suppose also 
that the Sunday morning addresses are 
chiefly upon civic and social topics and 
the Sunday school instruction is de- 
voted largely to the scientific study of 
nature and the emphasis of citizenship. 


"What is the mistake: Certainly not 


that these things are valueless, lor 
they are all good in themselves. Surely 
not that the church should be indiffer- 
ent to uriilunthroples. These are just 
the activities to^which the man, made 
profoundly religious, by the 
chuich 


will naturally give his interest and sup- 
port. But we 'leal here with the nec- 
essary fruitage of religion out in the 
world lather than with the cultivation 
of religion itself, which will be done 
after the church has made people relig- 
ious. They are secondary products; pro- 
ducts o' the religious life, which is the 
primary concern of the church. 


"As we look upon some recent ex- 


periments in this line, 
the question 


arises : Is the religious rootage strong 
and deep enough to support such a vast 
iuiiia,ut.i*lupio top? TuuliniiL,c uic it^mc, 
Are we no' in danger of neglecting the 
church as a, "power-house" while over- 
developing- it as a mers factory—failing 
to make souls alKe while snendinsr 
ourselves upon their circumstances? 
Some of these things are" legitimate 
church activities, If kept subordinate. 
Many are duplicates of the general 
agencies of the community, already at 
work and really more serviceable when 
so organized and mainiaine.d 


"A (jhureh ought to produce the mo- 


tive power and moral enthusiasm to 
operate all these activities that have 
been named. It ought to so inspire and 
train men and women that they will 
work alor.- these lines and all similar 
lines. But its own specific ministry lies 
further back than these errands of 
mercy; in the sources of life deen 
within the heart. What peopleneedmost 
to find in the church is a clearer vision 
of th°!r flh'rif- rf 1<" tlor>s .ir.'l a ko.^iii r 
sense of the fatherhood of God. Thev 
need a firmer hold on the spiritual sisr- 
nlficanrss of their own lives and the 
sanctity of their obligations to each 
other. They need motives and ideals. 
They need to be lifted into an atmos- 
phere of trust, hope, love; and made 
to feel at home in God's universe, TUia 


epirtual quickening will help all around, 
the circle of life. If ixrople receive it 
wherever they go they will be equipped 
for duty and clang'er. If there be this 
abundance of spiritual life, then all 
these philanthropies 
will come like 


Woesome on the tree.'1

migrants who landed at the port of 
New York during the :ast quarter were 
the following: California, 1438; Colo-

The total immigration figures for a 


period of over four score years are 
deeply interesting: 


"From Oct. 1, 1819, when the general 


government began to record the num- 
ber of immigrants arriving at customs 
districts by sea from foreign countries, 
to the close of the 19th century — space 
of 81 years and three months-— the vol- 
ume of immigration at the port of New 
York aggregated 13,703,162, which rep- 
resented nearly seven-tenths of the 
total arrivals (19,777,283) during the 
same period at all ports in the United 
States."

evening on "Robert Burns," delivered 
at a concert to raise money for a Burns 
monument in that city, Senator Hoar 
gave the .Scotchman very high praise.

authorities and others in Germany and 
is at the present time doubly interest- 
Ing iu \ lev ef the recently declared de- 
termination to raise the tariff on grain 
and the uncertainty, becoming more 
acute every day. as to whether the 
Caprivi treaties that expire next year 
will be renewed or not. 


Meantime there is one direction in 


which there seems still to be plenty of 
room for exjvinsion apart from tariff 
or treaty questions, and that is the im- 
port of dried fruit of all sorts. Accord- 
ing to the principal importer In Ber- 
lin: "The demand for American fruits 
is continually Increasing, and it rests 
with the American producer to say 
whether or not the American product 
shall control this market If the Amer- 
ican packet will label his goods in 
keeping with the contents of the cases, 
then the American product will find a

shortly to New York to fetch his young 
wife and settle down with her here.

Mine Which Starts 


in a Month 


ORE ASSAYING NEARLY $90 A TON 


Working Assart Now Being Made. 
A 


Surprise for the Skeptical in the 


Present Development of 


the Plant 


When the mranscript first announced 


the find of gold in the Notch by John 
Lyons, and followed this with articles 
on the development of the mine and 
the organization of a mining company, 
there were many who regarded the 
whole affair as the wildest kind of a 
dream, which could by no means re- 
sult in anything practical. A visit to 
the Lyons gold mine today would sur- 
prise these, for while the mine has not 
yet been put into practical operation, 
everything is in readiness aside from 
the arrival of some more machinery, 
and as njported in a recent issue, the 
mine will probably be turning out gold 
by May 1 or shortly after. 
All that remains to be secured 19 the 
ore roaster, but this will take some 
time. The boiler, engine, grinder, and 
amalgamators are all at the place, and 
the crusher has arrived and will be 
hauled to the mine Monday. John Ab- 
bey of Brooklyn will come to the city 
Monday to set up the machinery. The 
main building1, 56 by 20 feet, and 
the 


boiler house, 30 by 20 feet, are^ip, and 
the laboratory in the main building is 
being used daily. 


So much for the outfit. "While the 


mine will be in some sense an experi- 
ment 
until

progress, 
working 
assays 


are 
now 
being 
made 
for 
the 


purpose of determining which combin- 
ations of ore, of which many 
are 


found in a true fissure vein such as 
this, it will pay to work. Professor 
John Sutphen, inventor of the Sutphen 
system which is used, has been here 
this week and will be here again next 
week making these assays. So far four 
have been made, from different sorts 
of ore. They showed the different 
ores to be worth $89 ,$65, ?53 and $32 a 
ton respectively. This is far higher 
than the assays made by Professor Sut 
phen when the mine was first being in- 
vestigated, and shows that the mine 
is likely to prove far more valuable 
than was at first expected. The best 
assay made by Professor Sutphen was 
$1S a ton, while one made in New York 
yielded $32 a ton. 


In addition to the gold, there is con- 


siderable silver in the ore, while Pro- 
fessor Sutphen says that it will also 
prove an excellent platinum proposi- 
tion, although no tests for this have 
been made as yet. 


There is now a shaft 34 feet deep, and 


Professor Sutphen thinks now that 
each foot of added depth will show 
richer ore, so that 10 feet more will 
yield free milling gold. The promoters 
are naturally enthusiastic, 
but the 


figures shown from the assays that 
have been made are ample to support 
their statements. 


The plant that is being put in to be- 


gin, work with will have a capacity of 
about 30 tons a day. If the average 
ore yields $35 to the ton profit, as is 
considered a conservative estimate, it 
can be seen that the daily profits of 
the mine will "be over $1000 a day. 
Higher figures are given by the pro- 
moters of tne mine. 


If the venture is the success expected 


a plant capable of handling 75 or 100 
tons a day will be put in later. The 
Sutphen system enables the ore to be 
worked at a cost of $3.50 a ton. or less 
in the case of a mine situated as this is 


The assays that are being made now 


will be about 100 in number, and will 
be carried on by John Lyons, jr., whois1 
being instructed in the use 'of the sys- 
tem by,' Professor Sutphen. The ad- 
vantage of. this system, in connection 
with the assays, is that exactly the 
same process is used in the laboratory 
as in the actual work of mining, so 
that the results obtained now are be- 
lieved to indicate accurately what will 
be done by the mine. 


When work is begun a tunnel will 


be dug into the side of the ledge, to 
meet the shaft which is being sunk.

keys, so that they could obtain needed 
medicines on Sunday.
